Of 
the  rest  four  are  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention,  twenty-one  represent 
the  seven  national  organtxatlons  (three  each)  and 
fifty-two  are  the  executive  officers  of  the  seven 
national  societies  and  boards,  and  state  conven¬ 
tions  and  city  mission  societies.  The  president 
of  the  convention  Is  also  a  member.  These  138 
people  are  to  meet  annually  In  November  and  out¬ 
line  the  entire  work,  preparing  n  general  budget 
and  sending  out  apportionments  to  the  churches 
in  December.

The  record  of  the  Southern  Baptist  response  to  Home  Missions 
hangs  in  the  balance,  with  great  issues  at  stakes  and  only  one  week 
of  lee  way  in  which  to  make  the  harl>or. 

There  are  both  encouraging  and  discouraging  tokens.  1  he  cash 
receipts  are  still  only  a  small  percent  of  the  total  required.  But  re¬ 
ports  from  several  lenders  are  that  they  expect  to  raise  their  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  apportionment.  Secretary  W.  F.  ^  arborough  says  Alabama  has 
already  raised  more  than  she  did  altogether  last  year,  and  is  still  going 
strong  for 'the  enlarged  apportionment. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  closing  by  far  its  greatest  year’s  work. 
In  every  phase  of  its  work,  the  Board  has  stood  firmly  for  the  principles 
of  doctrine  and  freedom  held  and  set  forth  by  Baptists.  Its  service  has 
reached  thousands  of  communities  and  helped  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people  in  every  nook  of  the  South. 

For  Southern  Baptists,  with  their  present  unprecedent  prosperity, 
not  to  O  K  so  great  a  work,  accomplished  by  and  within  the  instructions 
of  the  Convention,  would  lie  a  great  misfortune.  It  would  tend  to  dis¬ 
credit  our  concern  for  the  integrity  of  our  Baptist  body,  at  n  time  when 
it  is  exceptionally  important  that  our  denomination  should  both  stand 
and  serve  with  conspicuous  power  and  success. 

The  financial  record  and  all  that  hangs  on  it  depends  in  no  small 
measure  upon  what  pastors  and  people  do  in  the  one  remaining  week. 
If  every  pastor  will  appeal  from  his  heart  to  his  people  next  Sunday, 
giving  them  a  true  account  of  our  work,  of  the  significance  now  of  a 
triumphant  Home  Mission  program,  our  Baptist  people  will  put  Home 
Missions  “over  the  top.” 

Our  gift  to  Home  Missions  should  leave  no  vestige  of  debt.  They 
should  provide  a  wholesome  over-plus  as  an  earnest  of  the  great  Work 
Baptists  want  their  Board  to  do  next  year.  The  present  social  ferment 
is  our  Baptist  opportunity.  We  must  use  it.  *
